copy of the respective codes would be 
deposited; or, 

Second — Germany and Austria 
should be permitted to send their code 
messages over British and French ca- 
but subject to censorship by 
American officials to determine 


whether or not the messages were 
ctly neutral. 


SECOND IMPRACTICABLE. 


Both Germany and Great Britain 
rejected the second suggestion as im- 
practicable, but assented to the first. 
Germany's only desire, it is under- 
stood, is that the wireless be super- 
vised with equal restriction on all 
'Delligerents. Great Britain, however, 
indicated her belief that all wireless

BURIED; TURNS MANIAC. 


Laborer Rescued fr from Ditch Ca ve- 
in Runs and Fights Policeman, 
Though Not Injured, 

Buried for ten minutes in a ditch 
in which he was working at Sunset 
boulevard and North Broadway yes- 
terday afternoon, Louis Dangevisch, 
a middle-aged laborer, was maniacal 
when rescued by fellow workers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—State De- 
partment officials did not regard as 
unusual the reported removal of Ger- 
man and Austrian reservists from 
American ships off Hongkong, pro- 
vided the incident occurred within the 
three-mile limit of the British port. 
Inasmuch as Hongkong is under Brit- 
ish jurisdiction, her warships could 
arrest the nationals of any belligerent 
within territorial waters. 

What might be the opinion of the 
American government if the reservists 
were taken from American vessels on 
the high seas is undetermined. State 
Department officials said tonight no 
complaint of that character had been 
placed before them. The right of 
search for contraband cargoes on the 
high seas is accorded by all nations 
to belligerent ships, but the right to

on the high seas has long been in 
dispute, and no official of the depart- 
ment was willing to express any 
opinion.

Los ‘Angeles Merchant, in a Fearful Flight Through 
Germany and Belgium, Sees American Society Lead- 
ers and Multi-millionaires Compelled to Walk for Days 


MONG the first refugees from Ger- 
many since the war, Mr. and Mrs. 
Louis Kleinberger, No. 675 South 
Vermont avenue, arrived home yester- 
day after many experiences of the 
‘most thrilling character in the war 
zone. 

They saw James Patton, one-time 


| Chicago wheat king, and his wife 


crawl. into Antwerp, after having 
walked for three days and nights from 
the German border, with only two 
loaves of rye bread to eat. 
They saw Mrs. Nelson Morris, wife 
of the multi-millionaire Chicago meat 
packer, forced to stand in the aisle of 
a special train which she had char- 
tered, because all the seats were 
seized by hoodlums and refugees. 
They saw the German proprietor of 
one of the largest hotels in Antwerp 
stoned and mobbed, and, when he 
protested, shot down, his hotel confis- 
cated and the furniture burned in the 
street as the feature of a hostile dem- 
onstration. 
Their trunk is still held in the war 
zone. they had only Ger- 
man money when they reached Bel- 
um, they were forced to give a $1200 
lamond ring as security for their 
bed and a few frugal meals. 
On July 4 Mr. Kleinberger, who is 
a prosperous merchant, was host to 
a party at a celebration in Hamburg. 
With him was George Zobelein, presi- 
dent of the Los Angeles Brewing Com- 
pany, and they heard not a warning 
of war. 
“One morning at Carlsbad. later, I

It did not 
figure on a course of events which 
would force the railroads to volun- 
tarily cut a $1 rate to 50 cents and 
leave it with 25 per cent. of this resi- 
due, or 12% cents as the back-haul 
return, provided the ee of the 
intermountain-rate 

automatically operative. 

As Mr. Wann pointed out, the appli- 
cation of the intermountain decision 
to rates which the railroads volun- 
tarily make would result in a whole- 
sale cut of interior rates and would 
reduce the railroads’ income by mil- 
lions yearly. 

“We wish to preserve a fair equilib- 
rium of traffic moving by water and 
“If the results show 
that we are still handling 50 per cent. 
of the business, water competition will 
be accepted as desirable. But to ask 
us to reduce all rates as a result of 
water competition to and from re- 
stricted territory is too much and 
would be depriving us of a fair re- 
turn for the service performed.” 

FIGURING UP INROADS. 

Preparatory to the Chicago meet- 
ing, the auditing departments of the 
various western lines are compiling 
figures to show the inroads created by 
water competition.

Los. Angeles Rifle and Revolver

FIRST MATCH. 


The match shot by the Englishmen 
last Friday, and by Los Angeles a 
week ago Sunday, is the first 
between the local riflemen and the 
great Rifle Clubs Federation of Dung 
land, an organization taking in nearly 
5000 men. This first match was shot 
under American conditions, ten shots 
per man, with but one sighti shot; 
ranges 200, 300 and 600 ya The 
200 is shot offhand, the 300 sitting and 
the 500 prone. The English, sensibly 
enough, do no offhand or standing 
shooting, and rarely use the sit. 
Therefore the Américan team had the 
better of it from the start, an ad- 
vantage offset by the greater number 
of the Englishmen firing. 

POOR SHOWING. 

For Los Angeles but thirteen men 
appeared, the ten high counting. ‘Phe 
feeling that the English would not 
fire kept most of the locals away, and 
the few that showed up shot most 
poorly. Time and again the high ten 
men during the Pacific Coast League 
matches just over piled up fifty points 
more than did.the team firing against 
England. It was enough to win, but 
it was not creditable to the local men. 

Many of the English shots were of- 
ficers of the regular army, or of the 
First Reserve, and went to the front 
with the English expeditionary force. 
Plenty of men were left to fire, but
